The meat of the afternoon session was in 
the last two addresses. The first, by Pro- 
fessor Bemis, was the most complete and 
argumentative statement yet made to the 
conference of the evils of trusts, and the 
second contained a brief but luminous dis- 
tinction by Professor John B. Clark of 
Columbia University between centraliza- 
tion of business, which is to be desired, and 
monopoly, which is harmful. Anti-trust 
legislation, he asserted, had, in attempting 
to reach the letter, attacked the former, 
and hence its destined futility was probably 
ite most fortunate attribete. To avoid the 
evils of private monopoly he not only com- 
mended the repeal of protective duties 
where they aid trusts and a modification of 
patent laws where they have a similar 
effect, but he boldly predicted and advocated 
legislation which should prevent discrim- 
ination as well in the selling prices of com- 
modities as in transportation rates. This 
proposal of legislation to regulate prices, 
coming from so conservative a source, may 
be taken as indicating the strong trend of 
thought which is emerging in the conference 
toward the policy of regulation. Mr. 
Bonrke Cockran, in a lengthy and exceed- 
ingly clever speech at the evening session, 
joined in the recommendations which have 
repeatedly been made for withdrawing the 


protection of the tariff and of patents from 


trusts, for restraining rate discrimination 

by ‘railroads, and for enforcing publicity of 

accounts on the part of corporations. _ 
The resultant of the three days’ sessions 


| is plainly a growing conviction in favor of 


a middle course, between the position, on 
of the trust managers, who 


and, on the other hand, the 
position of those who, by the strong arm of 
State and national law, would not only stop 
the extension of trusts but disintegrate 
those in existence. | 
The basal reasons in support of this mid- 
de course are these: (1) The trust move- 
ment of this decade is new only in degree, 
is simply today’s stage in modern organiza- 
tion, is economically a laborsaving de- 
yelopment, and as such is both inevitable 
and a potential blessing. (2) In the course 
of this development there has been serious 
displacement of small proprietors and of 
employés, infringement of public integrity, 
and extortion practiced upon buyers, sell- 
ers, and investors. (8) To undertake to 
forestall the economic gain of centraliza- 
tion would be as futile as foolish; to meet 
the acknowledged calamities of the in- 
eidental development of private monopoly 
with a non posse would be for the govern 
mentalist to throw up the sponge before 
the Anarchist; hence regulation of in- 
dustrial and commercial procedure is not 


an optional but an unavoidable course 
which the new conditions of the hour and 


the genius of our institutionsenjoin. — 
That the full significance of a policy of 


regulation is realized by most of those who 
are coming to favor it is doubtful. But 
that does not impeach its validity nor re- 
duce its urgency. That it will be a small 
matter is as far from the truth as that 
modern production and exchange are small 


matters, That it will be an easy public 


policy is as impossible as that the present 
situation should be counted smooth or 
tolerable. That it is inevitable, however, 
must be the conclusion of any one who ob- 


serves facts and believes in government. 


As to the details of such regulation it is. 
less’ easy to agree than upon the principle,
